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HIGH ADVENTURE IN 



T he story behind “Never Cry 
Wolf” involves one of the 
strangest, most arduous, and 
downright dangerous shoots ever under¬ 
taken for a motion picture. 

“I was warned,” says Charles Martin 
Smith, who stars in the spectacular wil¬ 
derness adventure. 

“The director (Carroll Ballard) said it 
would be the worst shoot I’d ever be on. 
He tried to talk me out of it. There were 
many times in the following months 
when I wished he had.” 

Smith plays a field biologist who 
spends a year in the Yukon wastelands

observing the nature and behavior of 
wolves. To do so, he attempts to live like a 
wolf. His saga begins when he is left 
alone in a frozen clearing. Smith’s own 
arrival at the film’s location within the 
Arctic Circle was almost as disconcerting. 

“After we’d been flying for 12 hours, a 


bush pilot dropped me off in the middle 
of nowhere,” Smith says. “The only evi¬ 
dence of civilization was the tiny dirt 
airstrip we landed on. A truck was wait¬ 
ing, and I got in. Ten minutes along a dirt 
road, we had to stop for a grizzly bear 
that was blocking the way. He looked us 
over, scratched himself, casually wan¬ 
dered off, and we continued on. We 
drove for another hour and finally came 
across a little van in the road, with a cam¬ 
era on a tripod and everybody bundled 
in parkas, huddled together. Carroll Bal¬ 
lard walked up, said ‘Hi, we’ve been wait¬ 
ing for you,’ and immediately put me to 
work shooting a scene that took five 
hours to film.” 

For the next few weeks Smith worked 
in zero temperature and a 40 mph wind. 
The crew wore cold weather gear. Wear¬ 
ing what he had been issued for his 
role—parka, flannel shirt, pants and 
boots—Smith was Filmed falling through 
thin ice covering a frozen lake. 

“The cold was bad enough but it was 
the claustrophobia, the desperation of 
trying to find some way to get out, that 
got me,” he says. “My parka weighed a 
ton. It dragged me down, all I could see 
was ice above me, and I thought I was 
going to die trying to climb out of there. 
When I finally managed to struggle out, 


exhausted, coughing and gasping, Car- 
roll Ballard came over from behind the 
camera and said, ‘Charlie, you played 
that scene well.’” 

Smith thought things were improving

when he was given a wet suit to wear 
under his clothing for the scene in which 
he pitches a tent beside the lake after 
breaking through the ice. 

“I should have known better,” he says. 
“The scene takes place in a raging wind 
and rain storm. I had to hike a mile to get 
to the location. Once there I was thor¬ 
oughly soaked in the gale they created by 
pumping half-frozen slush from a pond 
into high-powered wind machines. Mr. 
Ballard, however, came through. He 
gave me a blanket to throw over my 
shoulders between shots.” 

And then, of course, there were the 
wolves. 

“The wolves we used in the picture 
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were trained,” Smith says, “but they 
weren’t that trained. I had a number of 
face-to-face confrontations with them, 
but the edgiest was totally unexpected. It 
was a scene where a wolf was to sniff 
around outside the flap of my tent. The 
wolf hadn’t read the script. Instead, he 
ripped through the canvas as if it were 
paper, and came in behind me. I sat very 
still, afraid that he would panic and start 
biting. I said, ‘Carroll, he’s in the tent.’ 
Carrol said, ‘I know. Don’t move. It’s a 
great shot.’” 

To Smith’s relief, the wolf snatched a 
sock as a prize and ran off with that. 

Originally, “Never Cry Wolf” called for 
four months of location shooting and 
one month of post-production work. As 
it turned out, Smith spent 18 months in 
the Arctic and an additional 18 months

working with Carroll Ballard and others 
on post-production. Two months alone 
were spent filming the spectacular cari¬ 
bou stampede that climaxes the picture. 


“It’s only a 10-minute sequence, but we 
shot 12 hours a day to get it,” Smith says. 
“We fought the weather. Up there it 
changes fast. In May, the Bering Sea has 
pack ice. It looks like the North Pole. A 
month later, the sun goes up high and 
stays up. In between, you catch all the 
storms that blow in off the Gulf of 
Alaska. 

“Besides racing the weather, we raced 
time. We had three weeks to film the 
caribou before they were driven to Nome 
for dehorning. We also had to shoot the 
wolves chasing them, and last but not 
least me—running naked among them. 

“I would crouch in the bushes, they’d 
get the caribou started and pop the 
wolves out of their cages, there’d be total 
chaos for about 20 seconds, and then the 
caribou would be gone, and I’d sit down 
and wait. In about two hours they’d be 
back in position, and we’d do it again. We 
did this every night, from six p.m. until 
six in the morning, until we had enough 
little pieces to get the caribou footage. 
Then we filled in with running shots of 
the wolves and me.” 

For six months after Smith completed 
his acting stint in “Never Cry Wolf,” he 
functioned as a co-writer on the script. 
Then he and Ballard spent 12 months 
more honing the 3!/2-hour Film down to 


its present 105 minutes running time. 
Having invested three years of his career 
on an exhausting enterprise with more 
than its share of difficulties and danger, 
Smith was asked if the ordeal was worth 
it. He points to a stack of film critics’ 
reviews.

Are we stealing childhood away from 
children by making them little adults— 
gearing them to competitive pressures 
and a stressful atmosphere on the play¬ 
ing field? How can we help keep fun in 
the games our children play? 

Opening game baseballs will be tossed 
into Little League playing fields and 
stadiums across the country this month. 
In the spirit of the game, we at The Dis¬ 
ney Channel are pitching you three 
programs that could give insight into the 
sport. “Still the Beaver’s” “Haskells vs. 
Cleavers” segment has Kip’s team going 
against another that will stop at nothing 
to win; “The Edison Twins” finds the con¬ 
tinuation of a women’s baseball league 
dependent upon Annie winning the 
prize for the best sports editorial in a 
local radio contest in “Bases Loaded— 
One Girl Out”; and the award-winning 
“Tiger Town” pits superstition against 
years of hard work to realize the dream 


of winning a pennant and a world series. 

All three are fascinating fare for the 
avid fan. What if one of those fans hap¬ 
pens to be your child? And what if that 
child just happens to try out for a team 
this season? What should you, as a par¬ 
ent, be aware of? 

We asked some experts those very 
questions. 

“When competitiveness and winning 
become the primary focuses, then a sport 
stops being a game and loses its fun qual¬ 
ity,” says Dr. Terry L. Hanson, a clinical 
psychologist specializing in work with 
children and families. 

Dr. Hanson talks about some possible 
emotional dangers. “A child could con¬ 
centrate so hard on the sport that he or 
she might exclude human relationships. 
The child could become so involved in a 
game, investing energy and becoming 
aggressive, that he then relates to people 
in the same aggressive and competitive 
way. The kids who aren’t up to par are 
left out. Are they emotionally mature 
enough to deal with the sarcasm, belit-

tling and threat to their self-worth? It’s 
also damaging to children who are good 
at a sport but over-value being the best 
and don’t sample a lot of other activities 
and interests at a time when they need 
to.” 

In counteracting these potential nega¬ 
tives, trainers and authority figures play 
a major role. 

Berma Gallaher, a district adminis¬ 
trator for Little League baseball in 
Southern California, sees first hand the 
influence of parents and coaches on the 
children. 

“We’re not out to make professional 
ball players. Instead we’re helping these

kids get along with their peers,” he says. 

Gallaher is adamant about the parents’ 
role in organized sports. “The parents 
should just stay out of the game and give 
the same love at home whether the child 
wins or loses. The best teams I’ve seen 
having the most fun had their parents 
there to give moral support to all of the 
kids.” 

He sees so many of the parents use the 
sport as a babysitter: dropping their

must evaluate whether the child is play¬ 
ing because he or she wants to, or be¬ 
cause you want the child to.” 

But children, at some time in their lives, 
need to get involved, and the many or¬ 
ganized sports are vehicles for both a 
physical outlet and emotional growth. 

“At their best, organized sports are 
fun, good exercise and let children learn 
the steps it takes to get good at some¬ 
thing. This results in self-esteem, and 
prepares them to better deal with the 
turmoil of adolescence,” Dr. Hanson con¬ 
tinues. He adds that organized sports 
help a child follow through, work with 
people, and build friendships. Sports ac¬ 
tivities can become family affairs, espe¬ 
cially for the father, who has a chance to 
give of himself and shape the interests of 
his child. 

As Dr. Hanson concludes, the playing 
field is a powerful laboratory where po¬ 
tential values can far outweigh the 
dangers—with your help. V 
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children off, picking them up and not 
fully understanding the game. Yet on the 
rare occasions they do show up, they be¬ 
come furious with the coaches over their 
child’s performance or what they con¬ 
sider a bad call by the umpire. “Because 
of this, the coach gets a bum rap and it 
shows the child lack of respect for au¬ 
thority figures.” 

Gallaher says that there are never 
enough trained coaches for the amount 
of kids. For those who do coach, the pri¬ 
mary prerequisite is a love for those kids. 

The Little League is one organization 
that supplies literature to instruct its 
coaches beyond the rules—to recognize 
the power they have to help the children. 
Its guidelines suggest being liberal with 
praise and sparing of criticism, sur¬ 
rounding criticism with positive com¬ 
ments and teaching by example. 

Parents can best contribute their moral 
support and sometimes act as assistant 
coaches. And parents, beware. Accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Hanson, a parent should be 
casual and detached about the sport. “If 
you find yourself losing sleep over a win 
or loss, then you are probably exerting 
too much pressure on your child and

A True-Life Fantasy Starring Natures Wbodland Dwellers 



W hen Walt Disney decided to 
use real animals in their natu¬ 
ral environment to create 
“Perri,” a “True-Life Fantasy” about the 
life of a young western pine squirrel, he 
set a movie-making precedent. 

Telling a story with animation— 
where characters and their behavior 
can be drawn and controlled with the 
stroke of a pen—is one thing. Starting 
with a Fictional idea, then depending on 
nature to supply the necessary animals 
and actions is another. Allowing nature 
to act as their co-writer/director had its 
challenges—as Walt and everyone in¬ 
volved with “Perri” soon discovered. 

The first was finding the right actors 
to portray Perri and her companion, 
Porro. Six expert wildlife photogra¬ 
phers scouted the remote wilds of 
northern Utah for weeks until they dis¬ 
covered the perfect couple. 

For over two years the men would 
remain in that area, living in a tent 
camp half a day’s rough ride by truck 
and jeep from the nearest town. 

The villain, a ravenous marten, was 
even more difficult to cast. His role was 
well-defined, but tracking down his 
hunting areas and strategies proved 
nearly impossible—even with the use 
of long-range telephoto lenses. 

Supporting roles were played by the 
other forest inhabitants. Constant vigi¬ 
lance was required to record these un¬ 
witting actors’ habits and life-cycles. 
Only one out of every 10 feet of ex¬ 
posed film proved usable. Before they 
finished, the lensmen had chalked up 
over 300,000 
feet (about 60 
miles) of 
celluloid. 


But simply being on hand wasn’t all it 
took. Getting the footage often proved 
hazardous, testing the photographers’ 
fortitude and courage. 

Perri seemed to knowingly dare the 
men to follow her across the forest 
treetops. Cameras had to be laboriously 
hoisted as much as 50 feet above 
ground. Climbing irons were new to 
many of the lensmen, and makeshift 
platforms high in the branches proved 
wobbly and dangerous. One photogra¬ 
pher fell from a tree. Another was sav¬ 
agely attacked by a goshawk as he 
filmed her fledglings. He lost his shirt 
and gained a set of talon stripes for his 
efforts. Everyone nursed strained mus¬ 
cles and barked shins. 

Ground level work, while not as risky, 
could be just as frustrating. One eager 
young beaver came every morning to 
drag away the saplings which the pho¬ 
tographers cut every evening for their 
brush blinds. 

Although the men were careful not 
to invade the animals’ privacy, the ani¬ 
mals themselves had no such scruples. 
Within days, the camp was fearlessly 
overrun by visitors. 

Ravens, magpies and chipmunks 
boldly raided larders, hampered cam¬ 
era setups and snatched 
food from the 


hands of hungry diners. A mother rac¬ 
coon arrived daily for breakfast, never 
ceasing to be surprised when the lump 
sugar she dipped in unattended coffee 
cups melted between her paws. Foxes 
and wildcats searched for scraps. One 
photographer was banished downwind 
from camp by his mates following a 
surprise meeting with a skunk. 

Through it all were long trying hours 
of just waiting. The animals couldn't be 
hurried or prompted to act their parts. 
Only knowledge and observation told 
the men when to prepare for an event 
that might—or might not—occur. 

“We were especially anxious to catch 
the moment when Perri and Porro de¬ 
cided to mate,” recalled Winston Hibler, 
the film’s director and narrator. “We 
weren’t sure when—or if—it would 
happen until the morning when Porro 
permitted Perri to cross the boundaries 
of his private food reserve. Subtle sig¬ 
nals like that were all we had to go on.” 

Chance played a part in the produc¬ 
tion too. The dramatic forest fire se¬ 
quence, totally unforeseen, was filmed 
when a lightning bolt exploded a great 
tree nearby. The photographers 
rushed to help Rangers check the in¬ 
ferno, then hurried back to their 
cameras in time to catch bedraggled 
refugees arriving at the local beaver 
pond. 

“We started with a rough idea of 
what we wanted,” Hibler said. “But 
when we worked with the animals, 
they began to deliver a far better 
script than anything we could have 
written. Nature was our col¬ 
laborator always.” V

FOCUS ON PETER CARROLL 


FIVE MILE CREEK’S FUSSBUDGET PIONEER 


W e receive many letters from you 
“Five Mile Creek” fans asking about 
the actor behind Charlie Withers’ 
muttonchop whiskers. You’re especially 
curious because of his transformation 
this third season: the stiff and stuffy bank 
manager has changed into an almost ad¬ 
venturous Australian pioneer! Which of 
these is the real Peter Carroll, who enacts 
Charlie Withers? 

Actually, Carroll shares few traits with 
either his “old” or “new” character. While 
on vacation in the States, the sandy- 
haired actor visited The Disney Channel 
offices and proved to be the picture of 
relaxed charm, with attractive laugh 
lines and a ready smile replacing Char¬ 
lie’s customary frown. 

“All actors believe in this 
basic rule: if you’re really 
acting, you can’t get hurt!” 

“No, I’m not Charlie Withers, but I 
find it easy to play the part of an English 
emigrant to Australia,” Carroll says in 
cultured tones that sound more British 
than Australian. “I trained in London (at 
the London Central School of Speech 
and Drama), and I loved knowing the 
English. They really are sticklers for 
discipline—just like Charlie.” 

A native Australian, Carroll also un¬ 
derstands the spirit of the men and 
women who pioneered his homeland. 


“My grandfather was one of them,” he 
says, with evident pride. “He was a ship¬ 
wright who regularly rowed 50 miles up 
Sydney Head to Hawkesberry River for 
supplies.” 

But while Carroll sympathizes with his 
character’s psychology, he emphasizes 
the differences in their lives. Unlike the 
bachelor Withers, Carroll is married and 
has a five-year-old daughter, Tamsin, 
whose presence during his vacation to 
the States required lengthy visits to Dis¬ 
neyland. “We were in Fantasyland for 
over four hours yesterday,” Carroll con¬ 
fides somewhat sheepishly. 

And there is yet another serious dis¬ 
tinction between the actor and his 
character: “I’ve never worked in a bank!” 
he laughs, and lounges back in his chair. 

Indeed, Carroll’s long and distin¬ 
guished acting career left him no time 
for other sorts of work. With over 20 
years experience in the theater, he has 
appeared in roles ranging from Dr. Dorn 
in “The Sea Gull,” to Benedick in “Much 
Ado About Nothing,” and Peron in 
“Evita.” His film work includes “The Last 
Wave” and “The Chant of Jimmy 
Blacksmith,” both of which were highly 
acclaimed by U.S. critics when shown in 
this country. 

The Withers role was attractive to 
Carroll because he wanted to work in a 
continuing series. “There’s a different 
feeling in a series than in a film or stage 
play because the material is always 


changing. I like it that my character is 
pushed in different directions. And I like 
how Charlie is developing. 

“When we started, Charlie was what 
we call a ‘new chum,”’ Carroll recalls. 
Straightening up in his chair and assum¬ 
ing a pinched expression, he instantly 
evokes the fussy bank manager of the 
early episodes. “He had the English 
ways of looking at things, he was fasti¬ 
dious about the niceties of life. 


“The English really are 
sticklers for discipline 
and punctuality— 
just like Charles!” 

“Now something of Australia has 
rubbed off on him. He’s more human, 
more relaxed and adventurous.” Carroll 
pauses, and adds with a rueful smile,

A tendency to coach sickness is one of 
the few characteristics Carroll shares 
with his character. In fact, he’s not totally 
pleased that the “new” Withers now has 
to ride horses and drive a stage coach for 
the first time! 

“But our wranglers are very good, and 
I do exactly what they tell me,” he says. 
Then he adds, with a mischievous gleam 
in his eye, “Besides, all actors believe in 
this basic rule: no matter what you have 
to do for a scene, if you’re really acting 
you can’t get hurt!” V

There was no regular series of Goofy 
comics, as there was for Mickey Mouse 
and Donald Duck, but between 1953 and 
1962 there were 16 so-called “one shot” 
Goofy comics. 

How can I find some information 
about John Clem, from your film 
“Johnny Shiloh”?— M.C., Brazil, IN 
Johnny Clem was a real drummer boy 
during the Civil War; in fact he remained 
in the army and retired as a brigadier 
general in 1916. Check your libraries for 
the book, “Johnny Shiloh” by James A. 
Rhodes and Dean Jauchius, upon which 
our film was based. 

DISNEY CHANNEL TRIVIA 

... For five years after World War 11, Walt 
Disney was unable to raise enough 
money for a full-length animated 
feature, so he solved the problem by 
packaging groups of special short 
cartoons and featurettes. The first of 
these postwar packages was “Make Mine 
Music” (see page 8). It was followed by 
“Fun and Fancy Free,” “Melody Time,” 
and “The Adventures of Ichabod and 
Mr. Toad.” 


...“Perri” (see page 12) was the first film 
Walt Disney called a True-Life Fantasy. 

It differed from earlier True-Life 
Adventure films in that it followed the 
story of an individual animal, showing 
her as a character much like Bambi, and 
moving the film into the realm of fiction 
rather than fact. 

...In 1976, a modern office building 
honoring Roy O. Disney was built at the 
Disney Studio in Burbank. The Archives 
is one of the departments in that 
building, which was constructed on the 
location of a baseball diamond used in 
“Moochie of the Little League” (see 
page 11).

Out of that evolved 
a group of postwar educational films for 
schools, with one of the most popular 
being “How to Catch a Cold” (1951). 
Today Walt Disney Productions offers a 
greatly expanded catalog of films for 
schools, on a wide range of subjects.

Did you know? 

• Termites have existed 
for over 100 million 
years. The closest 
living relative of the 
termite is not the ant, 
but the primitive 
cockroach. 

• There are two groups 
of termites: the lower 
group, which is more 
primitive and the 
higher group, which is 
more advanced. 

• Primitive termites 
feed directly on wood 
and rely on tiny 
creatures called 
protozoa living in their 
digestive tracts to 
digest food. Higher 
termites (like those 
seen on “Wilderness 
Bound” this month) 
have a more 


complicated structure 
and social 

organization. They do 
not depend on wood 
for food, but also eat 
hay, leaf litter and soil. 

• The members of a 
termite colony are 
divided into types 
called castes: 

1) Kings and queens, 
who lay eggs 

2) Soldiers, who 
protect the nest and 

3) Workers, who build 
and search for food. 

(Young termites are 
called nymphs.) 

• Termites 
communicate with 
chemical secretions 
and by knocking and 
rubbing parts of their

bodies against hard 
surfaces. They hear 
by picking up 
vibrations through 
sensitive organs on 
the front of their legs. 
They are perfectly 
attuned to vibrations 
made by their nest 
mates’ tapping, but 
cannot pick up other 
vibrations. 

* Although termites are 
usually considered a 
destructive force, 
they play an 
important ecological 
role, helping to 
decompose and 
recycle plant litter.

1) Wash as many white eggs as you need. 2) Poke a small hole at both ends of each egg with a 
needle. (Ask an adult to help.) 3) Hold the egg over a clean bowl and blow to remove the insides. 
Run water through the egg shell and dry. 4) After decorating, ask an adult to spray the eggs with a 
fixative (found in hardware or art supply stores) to prevent smudging.

Pennsylvania Hutch Patchwork Eggs 


1) Cut an assortment of fabric scraps into 1" x 1" pieces. 2) Spread 
white glue over a small section of the egg. Press a fabric piece onto the 
glued area and smooth with a damp sponge. 3) Continue adding 
fabric, overlapping the edges of each piece until the egg 
is covered. Spray with fixative.

Pace Eggs 


1) Peel enough onion skins to fill a medium sized plastic bag. 

Put the skins in an enamel pot and cover with water until the pot is 
about % full. Bring the waterto a boil, then simmer for an hourto make 
a dye. After cooling, strain the dye to remove the skins. Pour the dye 
back into the pot. 2) Cut an old stocking crosswise into 6" sections. 
3) Place small fresh flowers or leaves face down against an egg. Hold 
them in place and slip the egg into a piece of stocking. Gather the 
ends, pull tight and tie. 4) Place a few eggs at a time into the dye and 
simmer for 30 minutes. Remove, let cool, then unwrap.
